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NOW UP TO THE PROPRIETORS 





The action of eleven wholesale druggists of New 
York in notifying Commissioner Goldwater that 
they will comply with the Department of Health 
ordinance regulating the sale of proprietary med- 
icines, effective next December 31, is frankly one 
of self-protection. Whatever their views may be 
as to the right of health authorities to require the 
registration of patents or the printing on the label 
of the names and quantities of the active ingredi- 
ents, they have decided that the settlement of this 
controversy is one that properly concerns the man- 
ufacturers themselves. 

The Proprietary Association of America informed 
the wholesalers that it intended to bring a test case 
to determine the constitutionality of the ordinance, 
but would not agree, as we understand it, to pay 
the fines for any retailers or jobbers who stood with 
them and refused to obey the law. 

The proprietors may now do one of three things. 
They may withdraw their products entirely from 
the New York market, they may sell here by mail 
from other states or they may do as some of them 
have already done, take the proper steps to comply 
with the law. Many proprietors have elected to 
print the names of the active ingredients on the 
labels rather than to register and file their formulas 
with the Department of Health. This action is as 
satisfactory to the health officials as the actual 
registration, as their sole purpose, we are informed, 
is to protect the public by keeping it informed as 
to the basis for the claims for remedial properties 
which these medicines set forth. 

Proprietors who elect to withdraw their pro- 
ducts from the New York market, if any do, will 
still have the privilege of distributing them through 
any of the New York jobbers, Commissioner Gold- 
water having made a concession permitting dis- 
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tribution from New York for other states or in New 
York State outside of the limits of Greater New 
York. 

Indications strongly point to the belief that the 
proprietors will have a bigger fight on their hands 
soon than the one they face in New York City, for 
it is regarded as exceedingly likely that an attempt 
will be made to get a bill through Congress at its 
coming session requiring Federal regulation of pro- 
prietary medicines along lines similar to those laid 
down in the New York ordinance. 





EDUCATING THE PUBLIC 





The rapid rise which has taken place in the 
price of many of the most common drugs in nearly 
every city in the country in the last few months 
has brought a storm of criticism upon the druggist 
from many people who do not understand the situ- 
ation. Customers bring a prescription to be filled 
and are surprised and angry when the price charged 
is about double what they have formerly paid. 

The importance of educating the public as to the 
real situation in the drug trade cannot be over 
emphasized. Drug trade publications have ‘ex- 
plained the situation many times, but these pub- 
lications do not come to the notice of the customers 
of the stores. Publicity in the daily papers will 
undoubtedly save the druggist many customers who 
would otherwise go away feeling that they had been 
robbed. 


Stories from newspapers in cities throughout the . 


country show that druggists are beginning to real- 
ize the situation and are trying to make it gen- 
erally understood. The newspapers are glad to 
get such stories. In newspapers we have at hand 
we see such statements as the following, in big 
headlines: From a Milwaukee paper, ‘‘ Allies Buy 
Up Drugs in U. S., Nation is Facing Serious Prob- 
lem;’’ from an Atlantic, Ia., paper, ‘‘Local Drug 
Prices Raised by War;’’ a Pittsburg, Pa., daily 
says, ‘‘Drug Cost Soars Because of Great War. 

In many places the druggists have called meet- 
ings to discuss the situation and have decided on 
a new schedule of prices. They have also united 
on publicity campaigns which are serving to change 
the attitude of the public. 





RIKER-UNITED MERGER ABOUT DECIDED 





Nothing remains to be done, it now appears, to 
complete the transfer of the Riker-Hegeman stores 
to the United Drug Company except the actual 
confirmation by seventy-five per cent of the stock- 
holders of the plan of consolidation which has been 
approved by the directors of the former concern. 

Every stockholder in the Riker-Hegeman stores 
will receive in exchange for $100 par value of his 
stock $100 in the stock of the reorganized United 
Drug Company, and $45 in preferred. This ap- 
pears to be a fair proposal for those who bought 
stock at somewhere near par value, while for those 
who paid around $8 for each $5 share of Riker- 
Hegeman stock as many did, it will not mean a 
very great loss. 
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Drug Jobbers Will Obey 
Goldwater Ordinance 


Letter Sent to Department of Health Declares None 
But Registered Proprietaries Will Be Handled— 
—Also Notify the Proprietors 








In a letter to Dr. S. S. Goldwater, Commis- 
sioner of Health, eleven large New York whole- 
sale drug firms and dealers in proprietary medi- 
eines signified their intention of complying with 
section 117 of the sanitary code of the Board of 
Health of New York City which permits the sell- 
ing only of registered patent and proprietary ar- 
ticles. The wholesalers also expressed themselves 
as favoring a Federal law regulating the sale of 
patent and proprietary articles. The letter fol- 
lows: 

“New York, October 16, 1915. 
“Dr. S. S. GOLDWATER, 
“Commissioner of Health. 

“Dear Doctor GOLDWATER: The undersigned whole- 
sale druggists and dealers in proprietary medicines 
have signified their intention of complying with Sec- 
tion 117 of the ordinances of the Board of Health of 
New York City in regard to the selling only of regis- 
tered patent and proprietary articles. 

“We also desire to go on record as favoring a Fed- 
eral law regulating the sale of patent and proprietary 
articles, for the same reasons which brought about 
the passing of the above mentioned local ordinance.

This action on the part of the wholesalers in voluntarily 
endorsing the section of the sanitary code which forbids the 
sale, after December 31, of proprietary and patent medicines, 
unless the names of the active medicinal ingredients of such 
medicines are registered with the department of health, has 
been characterized by the department as “a public spirited 
act for which they deserve the thanks of the community.” 
The health department also promises that Federal legislation 
on this subject will not be long in coming. 

Federal Law Anticipated 

That wholesalers evidently anticipate such action is evi- 
denced by a letter which they have sent out to manufacturers 
of patent medicines. The letter reads as follows: 

“The undersigned wholesale druggists and dealers 
in proprietary medicines are confronted by the neces- 
sity of having their stock of these goods in condition 
to comply with the terms of Section 117 of the ordi- 
nance of the Board of Health of New York City, 
taking effect December 31. 

“It is our purpose to comply with the ordinance, 
and we ask all manufacturers to make their articles 
legally salable, as we decline to place ourselves in a 
position to invite prosecution. 

“We call your attention to the fact that the regula- 
tions do not require the disclosure of the complete 
formula and percentage composition, but merely a 
statement of active ingredients. As Federal legis- 
lation of a similar nature seems to be impending, 
compliance with these new requirements seems to be 
more urgent in order to make your products salable 
in all parts of the country.” 

The ordinance to which the wholesalers have now agreed 
to comply caused considerable opposition in all lines of the 
drug trade when it was first proposed by Commissioner Gold- 
water. It is understood that a large number of retailers and 
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manufacturers are now strongly opposed to it and that ar- 
rangements are being made by several organizations to carry 
the first case which comes up into the highest courts to test 
the constitutionality of the law. 





Wholesalers Conferred on Ordinances 

Edward Plaut, of Lehn & Fink, advises this publication 
that the action of the drug jobbers is the result of a series 
of conferences held between Commissioner Goldwater and a 
committee representing the jobbers which consisted of Mr. 
Plaut and Dr. William Jay Schieffelin of Schieffelin & Co. 

“Before taking any action,” said Mr. Plaut, “we communi- 
cated with the Proprietary Association of America to ascer- 
tain what would be done by the proprietors when the new 
ordinance becomes effective. We were advised that the pro- 
prietors intend to defend the first druggist, retail or whole- 
sale, arrested by the Department of Health for the purpose of 
making a test case, but as this does not seem likely to afford 
immunity from arrest for the majority of wholesale and re- 
tail druggists we decided that some action was necessary to 
protect ourselves and our retail customers. 

“Dr. Schieffelin and myself talked with Dr. Goldwater and 
found that it is not his intention, as has been reported, to 
crowd all patent medicines out of New York, but that he is 
only after certain ones which are alleged to be frauds. 

Dr. Goldwater Makes a Concession 

“As a result of the conference between the wholesale drug- 
gists and Dr. Goldwater it was decided that the wholesalers, 
after December 31, next, will not handle for distribution in 
New York any proprietary article which does not conform to 
the Department of Health ordinance. The law provides that 
all articles advertised as having remedial properties must be 
registered with the Department of Health and their formulas 
filed with the Department unless the names and quantities 
of the active remedial agents are printed on the labels which 
accompany the medicine. 

“On or about December 31 the Department of Health will 
send representatives to every drug store and wholesale drug 
house in Greater New York and every proprietary article on 
hand at that time will be stamped ‘In stock prior to Decem- 
ber 31, 1915,’ and the druggist will be permitted to sell such 
articles, whether they comply with the law or not, until his 
supply is exhausted. This concession was obtained by the 
wholesale druggists’ committee and it solves a problem which 
has greatly disturbed the trade. 

Preparing List of Registered Articles 

The Department of Health is now preparing a list, which 
will soon be published giving the names of all proprietary 
articles which have been registered. It is presumed that many 
proprietors will decide to print the active ingredients on their 
labels rather than register their products. These lists will 
be furnished from time to time to retail druggists so that they 
be kept fully informed as to the the articles which may be 
safely handled. 

The Department of Health met on Tuesday and made sev- 
eral slight changes in the regulations pertaining to the new 
ordinance in order to clear up some misunderstandings that 
have arisen. 





DYES NEEDED IN HOLLAND 





Reports from Holland indicate that the dye manufacturers 
of that country are having difficulty in getting sufficient ma- 
terials to carry on their business. It is said that Germany 
is not living up to her agreement with Holland to furnish 
seventy-five per cent of the coal tar dyes required in the 
country. 





FRANCE REQUISITIONS ALCOHOL

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Riker-United Merger Is 
Now Up to Stockholders 


Directors Approve of Plan for Exchange of Stock— 
Meeting of Shareholders is Called for December 6 
to Take Final Action. 








A meeting of the stockholders of the Riker & 
Hegeman Co. has been called for December 6 to 
vote upon the plan of consolidation with the United 
Drug Co., this plan, as presented by a special com- 
mittee of which John Flagler was chairman, hav- 
ing been approved by the board of directors at a 
meeting last Monday. Nothing further can be done 
officially until the stockholders meet, and it will re- 
quire a vote of 75 per cent of the shares to confirm 
the merger plan. However, arrangements will be 
made in the meantime anticipating the favorable 
action of the stockholders, as it is understood that 
already a sufficient number have given unofficial 


assent to the merger. 

Directors of the United Drug Co. also met Monday in 
Boston. Their session lasted all afternoon, and at its conclusion 
Louis K. Liggett hurried away and notified his secretary to 
tell all inquirers this: “No action has been taken on 
which any statement can be issued.” 

Another meeting of the United Drug Co. directors was 
held Tuesday and it was voted to purchase a controlling 
interest in the Riker-Hegeman Drug Company. The stock- 
holders are to be called soon in special session to vote on the 
matter. a 

Flan for Exchange of Stock 

The plan approved by the board of directors of the Riker 
& Hegeman Co. calls for the exchange of stock on this basis: 
One share of the United Drug common stock, par value $100 
and $45 in second preferred stock for each $100 par value of 
Riker & Hegeman Co. common stock. The United Drug com- 
mon stock now pays 8 per cent annually, but it is understood 
that this will be reduced to 6 per cent, with the second pre- 
ferred continuing to pay 6 per cent. The Riker & Hegeman 
stock is paying 6 per cent annually. It is presumed that 
the stock of the L. K. Liggett Co. will be exchanged on a 
similar basis though no authoritative announcement has been 
made. 

Control of the Riker & Hegeman Co. is held by the Corpora- 
tion of Riker & Hegeman Stock, a Whelan organization, which 
holds 51 per cent of the common stock. This corporation 
also controls the United Chemists Co., which so far has not 
figured in the drug merger. The management of the latter 
company is in the hands of the United Cigar Stores Co. 


Some Changes that are Probable 


It is understood that George J. Whelan will retire from ac- 
tive interest in the drug business when the present deal is 
concluded. He has never held any office in the Riker & Hege- 
man Co. although one of its heaviest stockholders. H. S. 
Collins and W. T. Posey, who came to the Riker & Hegeman 
organization from the United Cigar Stores Co., which they helped 
to build up, will probably return to the cigar and profit-shar- 
ing coupon interests. It is said that Mr. Whelan will devote 
his energies to pushing the profit-sharing coupons. 

There has been some speculation in drug circles as to who 
will be president and active head of the reorganized United 
Drug Co. Louis K. Liggett, it is said, will not accept that 
position, and the names of three other men have been promi- 
nently mentioned, these being John Allys, president of the 
Riker & Hegeman Co., B. G. Wattley, treasurer of the same 
company, and George Gales, who is Mr. Liggett’s general 
manager and right hand man. Mr. Wattley is the man who 
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installed the auditing system, which is now one of the most 
prized features of the Riker & Hegeman organization. This 
system, it is said, makes it as easy to control 1,000 stores 
as 100. 





United Drug Co. Directors 
Approve Plan of Consolidation 


Boston, Oct. 26.—Directors of the United Drug Co. to-day 
formally approved the proposition for acquiring the Riker- 
Hegeman and Riker-Jaynes drug stores. At the conclusion 
of the meeting, President Liggett briefly stated the result 
of the action of the directors that they had approved the plan, 
but declined to discuss details of it. ; 

The action of the directors will now go before the stock- 
holders at a special meeting to be held on a date to be de- 
termined upon. 

It is understood that the merger contemplates an exchange 
of $100 common stock and $45 of second preferred stock of 
the United Drug Co. for $100 of common stock of the Riker- 
Hegeman and Riker-Jaynes Company, and share for share of 
the preferred of the United Drug Co. for the preferred stock 
of the other concerns. 


U. S. Government Is Said To Be 
Investigating Big Drug Merger 











WasHincton, D. C., Oct. 26—The United States Govern- 
ment, through the Department of Justice, is investigating the 
proposed merger of the Riker & Hegeman Co. and the United 
Drug Co. 

At the Department of Justice it was stated that this inves- 
tigation has not been completed and no report can be made 
at this time. The law officers of the department say there 
is very little liklihood of any prosecution under the Sherman 
anti-trust law, which would serve to prevent the merger 
of the two big drug concerns. 

Some months ago the tobacco merchants of New York City 
filed a complaint with the Department of Justice to prevent 
the merger, proposed at that time, between the United Cigar 
Stores Co. and the Riker & Hegeman drug stores. This in- 
vestigation is also going on at the same time. 





Boston, Oct. 26—President Louis K. Liggett of the United 
Drug Company was asked to-day about the report sent out 
from Washington that the Department of Justice was investi- 
gating the proposed merger of the United Drug Company with 
the Riker interests. 

Mr. Liggett listened to the reading of the dispatch, and 
then briefly said, “I have not a word to say about that.” 


BROKERS BUYING UP MANY DRUGS 





According to St. Joseph, Mo., Paper They are Making 
Careful Search 





A St. Joseph, Mo., newspaper publishes the following un- 
der date of October 12: 

“During the last several days representatives of New York 
brokers have been in St. Joseph endeavoring to buy up the 
surplus supply of all kinds of drugs manufactured in Europe. 
They visited the retail and wholesale establishments and ex- 
plained that their firms wished to place themselves in a better 
position to fill their orders. 

“The buyers were able to obtain very little of the imported 
drugs in St. Joseph on account of a general scarcity here. The 
buyers are understood to be visiting every city of importance 
in the country. Some appear to believe that the brokers who 
are sending out the buyers are preparing to corner the market 
on imported drugs.” 





Chicagoan Buys Milwaukee Pharmacy 
Herbert E. Kraft, who was formerly engaged in the drug 
business in Chicago, has purchased the Daniel R. Jones Co.’s 
Pharmacy in Milwaukee, one of the oldest institutions in that 
city. The retirement of Mr. Jones and the sale of the prop- 
erty is said to be due to failing health. 
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Quinine Continues To 
Rise In London Market 


Price Quoted is Now 3s 8d Subject—Turkey Opium 
Also Goes Higher—General Tendency Still Strongly 
Upward on Many Items.

Lonpon, Oct. 25—The market is partially active 
and quinine continues to advance, 3s 8d subject be- 
ing quoted. Turkey opium has also advanced to 
36s per pound. 

Morphine hydrochloride is higher at 18s 6d, and 
ipecac, Rio, is held at 16s 6d. Menthol is dearer 
at 10s 6d. Also higher are borie acid, powdered, 
at 42s per ewt., castor oil at £45 15s per ton, and 
oxalic acid 1s 1d per pound. 


Bromides continue to develop strength, being 
held at 13s@15s per pound. Copper sulphate is 
higher at £30 per ton. Quicksilver is firmer at 
£16 5s per flask. Potassium permanganate has ad- 
vanced to 290s per ewt., and salol to 38s per pound. 
Phenacetin is held at 53s per pound. 


London Markets 


(Correspondence WEEKLY DruG MARKETS) 


Lonpon, Oct. 12—Business this week has been rather 
more active in the drug and chemical markets and the result 
of our last auctions was fairly satisfactory. The crisis in 
the Balkans has had a rather startling effect on several pro- 
ducts usually imported from that quarter, notably opium of 
the Turkey variety, stocks of which have been moving off 
rapidly of late until an unusual scarcity has made itself felt. 
Persian opium is still fairly well represented on the market 
and very well serves for morphia manufacturing, but it is for 
the preparation of extracts and tincture that the Turkey 
paste is indispensable. Since our last report, in fact within a 
few days only, an advance has taken place of over 50%. Qui- 
nine has likewise continued the recent upward movement and 
has advanced during the same period by 25% and since cabling 
you yesterday a further 3d per ounce has been added to the 
price paid for sulphate. Bismuth subnitrate continues short 
in supply, bromides are again dearer and Rio ipecacuanha is 
a shilling higher. Glycerin, as reported above, has been in 
strong request and looks like going higher, especially 
for export. On the other hand there is an easier feeling for 
citric acid, permanganate of potash and vermilion, while ace- 
tanilid, balsam peru, quicksilver and sennas are lower and 
each has a downward tendency. 

ACETANILID has sold at 5s which can now be shaded. 


BALSAM PERU is in rather better feeling at 17s 6d per pound 
spot and 16s 6d c. i. f. to arrive. 

BISMUTH METAL costs nominally 10s per pound but little is 
to be had. 

BISMUTH SUBNITRATE is higher at 18s per pound. 

Cirrc Acid 3s per pound subject. 

Coca Lraves—At the last Amsterdam auction, September 
30th the 1,500 packages offered remained unsold.

A rumor is current that several shippers are experiencing 
difficulty in keeping up contracts and it is further reported 
that the new production of carbolic acid in the States is turn- 
ing out unsuitable for the manufacture of these preparations. 
As to this it would be desirable to give some information or 
contradiction in one of your early issues as such items of news 
are frequently proved to be without foundation in fact. 


London Letter 


(Correspondence WEEKLY DRUG MARKETS) 

Lonpon, Oct. 12—The promised advent of a great cur- 
rency improvement as the result of the Anglo-French ‘Com- 
mission is conspicuous by its absence and beyond a fleeting 
advance of a few cents in the! value of sterling, attributed to 
sentiment only, we are still waiting for the equalization of 
exchange and the increase in commercial transactions de- 
pendent’ upon it. To-day there is practically no improvement 
in this direction to record and we shall probably have to wait 
some weeks before the necessary formalities by Parliament, 
bankers and lawyers are disposed of and the liquid capital, 
released by the loan, is actually available. The Paris exchange 
on London still shows a loss of over 8% against) ‘France. 


As early as August 9, last, we were able to inform you 
by cable of the unpublished initial steps taken by the British 
Government to control the manufacture, imports and exports 
of glycerin and that our manufacturers were being requisitioned 
to render an account of all stocks of crude and refined and 
generally as to contracts already entered into at that date. In 
the meantime the Government plan has been worked out and 
certain regulations have now been issued to the manufactur~ 
ers more fully controlling the production and sale. ‘Since the 
comparatively small advance of £5 per ton in August, 1914, 
no further upward change has taken place until that of ‘the 
1st instant, of £10, as already advised you by cable, so that 
it cannci be said that our refiners have unduly profited by 
war conditions by marking up their prices. The demand at 
present is unprecedented and it is probable that we may either 
see a further advance ’ere long or a reduction in the margin 
of supplies already provisionally ear-marked for pharmaceuti- 
cal and industrial purposes. The present intention of the 
Government, however, is evidently not to drastically interfere 
with our regular trade arrangements and the reauirements of 
our Allies but it is probable that the export trade to outside 
countries will be stopped. British imports of crude continue 
quite satisfactory which, however, cannot altogether be said of 
the several enemy countries now arrayed against us. 

Since the last American note there has been a decided 
diminution in the number of attacks by enemy submarines in 
the danger zone, and it would appear that the German, ad- 
miralty is either experiencing difficulty in finding enough will- 
ing and capable navigators to carry on this policy or discovers 
that the whole scheme has failed of ‘its purpose. It is, never- 
theless, surprising that no appreciable further reduction has 
been made in marine insurance and war risk rates which 
hamper commerce and materially enhance the cost of food- 
stuffs and munitions, let alone ordinary merchandise. 


Blunder in Sulphuric Acid Shipment 

Somebody has badly blundered in shipping sulphuric acid 
from New [York to the Tyne,—if we are to believe a report 
just published. As the matter touches the public purse to 
the extent of a million and a quarter dollars we shall prob- 
ably hear more about it in parliament. It appears that two 
shiploads of acid were sent over here in an impure form and 
in iron drums which, even if the acid had been plure, ‘would 
have been corroded and led to leakage. The steamers bear- 
ing the cargo were greatly damaged and the holds gave off 
so much noxious gas that the crews refused to sail. In the 
result the damaged vessels had to be taken over at a cost of 
$300,000 and the two months delay incurred at a time when 
high explosives were most urgently wanted renders the in- 
cident one demanding searching inquiry. We gather that the 
blame attaches to some inexperienced employe on this side. 
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New York Markets 


Prices on Quinine, Opium, Morphine, Menthol and 
Glycerin Lead in Advance—Many Other Items 
Affected by Strong Upward Trend. 





There continues an active demand from both exporters and 
home consumers. The volume of sales for the week just 
ended was fairly large notwithstanding further sharp advances 
in prices based chiefly on the growing scarcity of stocks and 
the uncertainty surrounding the supply of crude material, to- 
gether with no cessation of the active war demand from 
abroad covering both drugs and chemicals of most varieties. 

Inquiries from the home trade continue brisk and orders 
were principally accompanied by urgent requests for immediate 
and prompt deliveries. Most houses, however, are being 
taxed to their utmost in catching up with deliveries on out- 
standing orders, and considerable difficulty is being experi- 
enced to guarantee prompt shipments, owing to the inability 
of large distributors to obtain various kinds of drugs and 
chemicals, which are in urgent request. 


Sharp Advances in Many Items 


During the week under review further sharp rises in prices 
have been announced on menthol, morphine, refined glycerin, 
codeine, and small flake manna, while quotations on numer- 
ous other drugs scored fair gains. Prices of opium were 
raised, while values of quinine scored a moderate gain of 10c 
an ounce, manufacturers naming 50c an ounce for 100-ounce 
cans, while opium is quoted $10 a pound for the gum. Par- 
cels of quinine are being held by second hands up to $2.20 
but sales at $2.10 an ounce have been booked. Owing to dis- 
turbed conditions governing the market for quinine alkaloid 
and minor salts, prices have been advanced by manufacturers 
who are not entering contracts or orders for forward deliveries. 

A sharp rise in prices of sweet birch and synthetic winter- 
green oils featured the market while fair gains in values of 
clove, peppermint and other varieties of oils have been wit- 
nesced. Higher primary markets for the raw material and 
further inroads on spot stocks continue to contribute to the 
steady upward trend of values. Larger arrivals and less in- 
terest being displayed by buyers, resulted in a downward 
course of prices on Norwegian and Newfoundland codliver 
oils, also citronella sorts. 

Demand for Gums Moderate 


The demand for gums of various descriptions is moderate 
but prices on the whole rule steady under no special selling 
pressure and favorable reports from primary sources. In- 
creased offerings of gamboge resulted in lower values on 
mass sorts. 

Herbs and Leaves Firm 


Herbs and leaves of most descriptions are firm in sym- 
pathy with favorable reports from primary markets, and 
smaller spot stocks. Former prices are being generally asked 
except for whole Alexandria senna leaves which are being 
offered at lower figures. 

Roots in Fair Demand 


Roots are in fair demand but sales have been principally 
confined to small lots. Mexican sarsaparilla prices closed 
lower under more liberal offerings, while the remainder of 
the list ruled nominally steady, showing unimportant price 
changes. 

Spices Go Slightly Higher 

Unusual activity pervaded the market for spices and fair 
appreciations in prices have been witnessed throughout the 
week. Large transactions were reported in black and white 
peppers, cloves and cassias, with prices tending upward at 
the close of the market. Supplies of all descriptions of spices 
show a material reduction and with only small arrivals ex- 
pected here during the next 30 days, the demand for forward 
shipments is more active. In most quarters, importers are 
looking for some sensational advances in prices on some 
specialties which are becoming scarce on the spot. 

Acetone—A renewal of an, active demand from both 
domestic consumers and exporters resulted in a higher level 
of prices. Manufacturers are quoting 29c to 30c. 

Agar-Agar—Prices are moving upward under a larger 
demand, smaller stocks and stronger reports from primary 
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markets abroad. Supplies of No. 1 for prompt delivery are 
practically out of the market. Fair sales of No. 3 have been 
booked at 35¢ to 45c a pound while No. 2 closed firmer at 
55c a pound, showing net gains for the week of 10c a pound. 


Alcohol—The active demand for supplies used in the man- 
ufacture of explosives and larger inquiries from other chan- 
nels of consumption resulted in an upward movement of prices. 
The latter show a net gain for the week of 1c to 40c a pound 
for denatured in barrels. 


Arnica Flowers—Small spot stocks and a steady demand 
resulted in prices moving upward. Holders generally are not 
disposed to shade 29c a pound. 

Bromine—The market is stronger under a larger inquiry 
which led to higher quotations. Several western manufactur- 
ers are refusing to entertain bids below $5 per pound. 

Buchu Leaves—Short varieties are scarce and in response 
to a steady demand, sellers advanced quotations to $1.15 a 
pound; and over, as to quantity purchased, but some stray 
jots are still obtainable at $1.10. 

Calendula Flowers—aA further reduction in spot stocks 
and a seasonable demand, created a firmer feeling among 
holders, who are asking higher values up to 55c a pound. 

Caffeine—Holders are firmer in their views on_ values, 
having advanced the alkaloid to $12 a pound, under larger 
buying orders. The net gain in quotations for the week 
covers $1.50 a pound. Citrated closed strong at $6.50 a 
pound, under more active inquiries. 

Chloral Hydrate—Manufacturers advanced quotations to 
$1.37 and over a pound, for chloral, as to size of order, showing 
a net price gain for the week of 50c a pound. A material 
reduction in the available supply and a renewal of active in- 
quiries are chiefly responsible for the sharp appreciations of 
values. Some manufacturers are refusing to enter contracts 
for supplies for forward delivery. 

Chloroform—tThe enhanced cost of production and an ac- 
tive demand, led to a decidedly firmer market. Manufacturers 
in most quarters announced an advance in quotations to 40c 
a pound and above, covering a net advance for the week of 
5c a pound. In some instances manufacturers are not enter- 
ing contracts for forward delivery. 

Clove Oil—Stronger cables from primary markets noting 
a further upward trend of prices on cloves, resulted in a 
stronger and higher market for the oil. Holders are now ask- 
ing $1.12% a pound in cans and $1.10 in bottles. 

Cocoa Butter—Prices scored further gains in sympathy 
with the higher cost of the raw material and a good demand. 
Sales early in the week were booked at 32%4c and 34c in bulk 
and in boxes, but toward the close of the market manufac- 
turers in most quarters are refusing to entertain bids under 
38c in bulk and 37%4c a pound in boxes. Supplies in bulk 
are being offered sparingly and buyers are experiencing some 
difficulty in making purchases. 

Codeine—Prices scored a sharp gain in sympathy with the 
rise in values for opium and a renewal of active inquiries. 
Alkaloid and sulphate show net gains for the week of $2.15 
an ounce respectively. Manufacturers are quoting $8.60 and 
over for alkaloid, $7.80 for acetate, hydrochloride, nitrate, $6.55 
for phosphate and salicylate, and $6.95 for sulphate and hydro- 
bromide per ounce, all in Y%-ounce vials. Owing to the 
higher level of prices and the uncertainty surrounding the 
supply of opium, manufacturers in most quarters are refusing 
to book contract orders for supplies for forward delivery. 

Codliver Oil—Larger arrivals of both Newfoundland and 
Norwegian brands, together with a slow demand from leading 
buyers, culminated in a weaker trend of prices on both spot 
lots and parcels for shipment from primary markets. Sellers 
are quoting $63 and above and $80 and over for Newfound- 
land and Norwegian, as to brand and terms of sale, respec- 
tively. Sales are being mostly confined to small lines to meet 
the regular daily requirements of consumers. 

Diacetyl-Morphine—The uncertainty surrounding the sup- 
ply of the crude material and higher prices prevailing, man- 
ufacturers announced an advance in quotations to $7.35 per 
ounce, in %-ounce vials, while for deliveries of smaller quan- 
tities the usual advances are being charged. Manufacturers 
are not booking contracts for supplies for forward delivery.

Doggrass Root—Quotations closed higher under a better 
demand and more limited offerings, due to small spot stocks. 
Most sellers are asking 65c a pound. 





Gamboge—Lower primary markets and an inclination by 
some holders to urge sales at concessions, led to lower values. 
Sales were moderate at prices ranging from 65c and upward 
a pound for mass sorts, showing a loss for the week of 3c 
a pound, while pipe and powdered varieties closed quotably 
unchanged and nominal. 

Glycerin—A further increase in inquiries is imparting a 
stronger feeling among the leading Eastern refiners who are 
quoting higher prices at 60c in drums and at 6lc in cans for 
chemically pure. Quotations at the close of the market show 
a net gain for the week of 5c a pound, with indications of 
further appreciations of values, due to a prospective scarcity 
of spot stocks. 

Haarlem Oil—Absence of buyers and some selling pressure 
by leading holders, resulted in a weaker trend of prices. Sell- 
ers are naming $1.95 and over, as to quantity and terms of 
sale. 

Manna—A further curtailment in spot stocks of small flake 
together with a steady demand sent prices to a higher level. 
Sellers are naming 90c and upward, as to quantity, while large 
flake was unobtainable and difficult to quote, the former show- 
ing a net gain of 10c a pound for the week just ended. 

Menthol—Sharp advances in prices led to a renewal of 
the buying movement. Sizable orders were booked at prices 
ranging from $2.85 a pound and upward, while most dealers 
are now asking $3.50 a pound. The upward trend of the 
market was attributed to the recent higher values at the prim- 
ary market. Parcels for January-February shipments were 
offered at 11 shillings cost, freight and insurance and later 
cables named slightly higher values. The close was strong 
showing a net advance in quotations for the week of 65c a 
pound. 

Morphine—A stronger tone pervades the market, in sym- 
pathy with the rise in opium prices and a further improve- 
ment in inquiries. Quotations underwent a sharp apprecia- 
tion and show a net advance for the week of 50c in bulk and 
in packages, sellers quoting bulk at $5.35 and upward, $5.50 
for 5-ounce cans, $5.55 for 1l-ounce vials, $5.75 to 5.85 for 
lg-ounce vials and l-ounce and 2%4-ounce boxes, per ounce, 
respectively. The rise in prices is attributed to the higher levels 
of values and to the uncertainty surrounding the supply of 
the crude material. Acetate and alkaloid in ‘%-ounce vials 
are now quoted by manufacturers at $7.15 per ounce re- 
spectively. 

Olive Oil—Recent arrivals have been of a volume sufficient 
to meet the full requirements of consumers. Cable dispatches 
received by local importers note a firmer feeling in Italy with 
prospects for a sharp appreciation of values, based on light 
stocks, and high freight rates. Italian in bulk closed at $1.60 
and in cans at $1.80 to $2.30 as to size of tins, while French 
oil closed at $1.70 and over in bulk and $1.85 to $2.45 in 
cans, as to size of tins. Spanish and Greek oils are being 
held at $1.50 and over and $1.75 and above respectively. 

Oxalic Acid—A firmer tone pervades the market due in 
part to decidedly small spot supplies. Most holders are quot- 
ing 48c while some lots are being sold at 46c per pound. 

Potassium Salts—Higher prices were announced on both 
chlorate and permanganate descriptions, sellers quoting $1.15 
and upward and 40c and above, as to quantity, respectively. 
Owing to a further decrease in spot stocks and prospects for 
a larger demand, a firmer feeling among holders was noted. 

Quicksilver—Small supplies and active inquiries are sus- 
taining a strong undertone to the market. Sellers bocked 
orders at values ranging from $93 to $95 per flask and in most 
quarters $95 is being named as the inside price, showing a 
gain of $2 a flask for the week just ended. 

Quinine—The urgent demand continues to sustain tle re- 
cent sharp advances in prices. Manufacturers are being taxed 
to their utmost in making deliveries on outstanding contracts 
on the base price of 40c an ounce, while the booking of new 
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business is still held in abeyance. Second hands booked erders 
at prices ranging from $2.15 to $2.20 an ounce. Shipments of 
bark from Java for ten months ended September 3C aggre- 
gated 7,553,000 Amsterdam pounds, showing shrinkages of 
3,519,500 pounds and 4,719,000 pounds compared with the 
corresponding periods of 1914 and 1913. Manufacturers an- 
ncunced an advance of 10c to 50c an ounce for 19G-cunce cans. 

Sabadilla Seed—Prices advanced sharply on both whoie 
and powdered kinds, owing to large inquiries and moderate 
spot supplies. Holders are naming 30c and above as to quan- 
tity, showing a net increase of lic and 8c a pound respectively. 

Saccharin—A scarcity of spot stocks and an urgent de- 
mand from consumers led to an upward turn of prices. Sell- 
ers are quoting from 8 to $9 a pound, as to terms of sale, with 
offering limited at the quoted inside range of prices. 

Sloe Berries—Closed strong and show a sharp gain in quo- 
tations, due to smaller spot stocks. Folders are asking 50c 
a pound at which figure several fair orders were booked. Par- 
cels of domestic are being held at 28c to 35c a pound tur 
prcmpt shipment, as to size of order. 

Soap—tThere continued a steady demand for Conti's castile 
and under fairly large sales which have made good inroads 
in spot stocks, prices closed firmer at 13c a pound for white, 
10c for green and 8c for mottled, showing no changes com- 
pared with the preceding week’s close. 

Styrax—aA further improvement in the demand and a ma- 
terial reduction of supplies resulted in a higher level of values, 
showing a net gain over recent sales of 3c a pound. Holders 
are refusing to book orders under 22c while in many quarters 
up to 25c a pound is asked. 

Sulphuric Acid—The demand is active, but business on 
a larger scale is being restricted owing to difficulties in secur- 
ing supplies for prompt delivery. Holders are quoting $1 and 
over and $1.75 and above for 60° and 66° per 100 pounds as 
to quantity ordered, respectively, showing no quotable changes 
compared with the preceding week’s close. 

Thus Gum—Increased inquiries served to strengthen values. 
Holders having only moderate stocks on hand advanced prices 
to $7.25 and upward, per 280 pounds, as to size of purchase. 

Wintergreen Oil—Sweet birch and synthetic kinds scored a 
further rise in prices, owing to a scarcity of spot stocks and 
urgent inquiries. Sellers in most quarters are naming $2.75 
and upward and $2.80 and above a pound, showing a gain of 
5c a pound for the week just ended. Leaf oil is held at $4.10 
to $4.15 a pound, remaining unchanged compared with the 
preceding week’s close. 

Wormseed—Levant kinds attracted considerable attention 
and prices closed higher under a further shrinkage of spot 
stocks. Holders are demanding $1.25 and upward a pound. 
American is being offered at 8'%4c@9c a pound, finding a fair 
outlet. Prices on Levant seed show a further rise for the week 
of 15c a pound. 





GERMANY DISCONTINUES PARCEL POST TO U.S. 





A press telegram from Berlin announces that the parcel post 
service to America has been discontinued until further notice. 
No official reason for this action is given. 

The discontinuance of the parcel post service between this 
country and Germany is likely to cause a further shortage in 
the chemical line. Several well-known importers who had 
been unable to get certain badly needed chemicals and drugs 
in any other way have for some time been receiving small 
quantities by parcel post. With this source of supply closed 
it is feared that doctors will be forced to do without some 
of their most important medicines.

In Danger From Europe

After War, Says Dr. E. E, Pratt, Underselling and 
Boycotting by Foreign Competitors May Upset 
Plans of Americans Unless Well Protected. 





‘There is still, however, one serious obstacle in 
the way of the confident and determined develop- 
ment of the coal-tar dyestuff industry on Ameri- 
ean soil, and that difficulty is the possibility, no, 
rather the certainty, that upon the resumption of 
normal international conditions, European manu- 
facturers will endeavor by boycott, underselling, 
and other methods of competition, to win back this 
profitable market and put out of business a new 
and struggling dyestuff industry.’’ 


This statement was made before the Society of Chemical 
Industry, at its meeting Friday evening, last, by Dr. Edward 
Ewing Pratt, Chief of the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce, in his address on the subject, “Do We Want a 
Coal-Tar Chemical Industry?” Dr. Pratt pointed out the 
efficient organization of the European coal-tar dyestuff in- 
dustry, and particularly the German industry. He stated 
that “the German coal-tar chemical industry is probably the 
most highly and completely organized industry in the world. 
The industry involves not only complex chemical processes but 
elaborate and expensive plants. It requires the services of 
thousands of scientifically trained chemists and vast armies 
of workers. Not less highly organized is the commercial 
end of the business, devoted to merchandising the products 
of the twenty-two dyestuff factories manufacturing in Germany. 
Commercially, the coal-tar chemical industry of Germany is 
a unit. Prices, terms, conditions of sale, market competition, 
export policies are determined and fixed by the industry as 
a whole.” 

“Up to the present time there has been no serious competi- 
tion with the foreign coal-tar chemical industry. Any at- 
tempt to seriously dispute its dominance in other countries 
is persistently checked and prevented by the united action of 
European producers, by underselling and boycotts. Of the 
world’s production of coal-tar dyes, valued at $92,150,000, 
Germany produced $68,300,000 worth, or practically three- 
fourths of the world’s supply. Of the world’s export trade, 
Germany has an even larger share, taking for herself over 
88%.” 

Germany’s Method of Competition 

Dr. Pratt pointed cut that the United States has the raw 
materials, the markets, the technical skill, and the capital to 
develop this new industry, but he went on to cite specific 
examples of how the coal-tar chemical industry in this coun- 
try had been throttled, and he cited an example of a com- 
pany which had -been organized in the state of New York 
“for the manufacture of organic and inorganic chemicals and 
its homologues and by-products. Although this company 
started with a capital of approximately only one-tenth of the 
United States’ consumption, the European convention im- 
mediately announced their intention of putting us out of 
business as promptly as possible by underselling regardless 
of costs. Accordingly, they at once cut the regular net deliv- 
ery market price of their exports to this country from 10-9/10 
cents per pound to 9-9/10 cents per pound, and made secret 
contracts for sales in large quantities at far lower prices. 
Simiijar reductions in price had not taken place in other cour- 
tries, the reduction here being made in the face of world- 
wide advance in the price of materials entering into the man- 
ufacture of aniline oil, in addition to the well-known ad- 
vance in the labor involved in its production.” 

“Another American dyestuff concern reports a considerable 
list of colors, continued manufacture of which was rendered 
commercially impossible by the prolonged underselling on 
the part of foreign competitors at rates below the ordinary 
market price of the wares in question.”

After pointing out the serious effects of the European war 
upon the supply of dyestuffs furnished to this country, and 
the practical dyestuff famine which has occurred in this 
country, Dr. Pratt mentioned specifically not only the in- 
crease which has taken place in the production of dyestuffs 
by factories in existence prior to the war, but the fact that 
numerous new plants have been established. 

“Five domestic concerns manufacturing dyestuffs have doubled 
their output. Another factory, the branch of a large German 
firm, has greatly increased its output. Still another factory 
manufacturing aniline has quadrupled its output.” 


Now Nine Plants in Operation 


“The great demand for dyestuffs has brought many new con- 
cerns into the field. There are now nine new plants making 
aniline and intermediates. Their total output is 18,000 pounds 
daily. One new plant for manufacturing dyestuffs, capital- 
ized at $2,000,000, is now in existence and is producing at the 
rate of 1,000 pounds daily. Another plant will be ready for 
operation about Nevember 1. Another company, capitalized 
at $15,000,000, has started plans for extensive works in dif- 
ferent parts of the country. 

“Our total production of coal-tar dyestuff materials at the 
present moment is probably over three times the production 
prior to the European war. In July, 1914, we were saving 
a scant 10% of the coke by-products by means of by-product 
recovery coke plants. To-day we are saving not less than 
20%.” 

“This matter has been thoroughly discussed by the officials 
of the Department of Commerce and the Federal Trade Com- 
mission and they have agreed substantially on these points, 
namely: 

“1, That foreign concerns should be permitted to exercise 
no privileges in this country or against concerns in this coun- 
try which are prohibited to domestic concerns. In other words, 
what we call unfair competition shall not be permitted any 
more to foreign concerns than to domestic concerns. 

“2. That this or any new industry which aims to place us 
in an independent position industrially among the nations of 
the world shall be given a fair chance.” 

Dr. Pratt then raised the question of exactly how this was 
to be accomplished, by what methods, and by what legis- 
lation. He emphasized the idea that the legislation should be 
rather against the unfair competition than in the nature of 
tariff legislation, and instanced the experience of Canada, 
South Africa, and Australia, on these points. 

He concluded with the following statement: 

“It is our desire that the United States shall have 
independent and self-sufficing industries. I hope 
that the time has arrived when we can cast off in- 
dustrial, commercial, or financial allegiance to any 
nation or group of nations. I hope that the time 
has arrived when we can do away with our indus- 
trial crutches. I hope that the time has arrived 
when we can go forward into the world’s markets, 
man for man, industry for industry, and compete 
fairly and squarely at home and abroad, AND WIN.” 





DU PONTS WANT PYRALIN PLANT 





Powder Concern Negotiating for the Arlington Co., 
Arlington, N, J. 





Rumors that the Du Pont de Nemours Powder Co. was 
negotiating for the purchase of the Arlington Co., manufac- 
turer of pyralin, at Arlington, N. J., were confirmed by 
officials of both companies. Francis A. Gudger, vice-president 
of the Arlington Co., has had charge of the negotiations and 
he said yesterday that an offer had come from the powder 
manufacturers and that it was being considered. Irenee du 
Pont said later that an option on the Arlington plant had been 
obtained. He said also that in the event the sale is con- 
summated the Du Pont Company will continue to manufacture 
pyralin and not explosives for war purposes. 

The Arlington Co. was capitalized originally at $2,000,000, 
but in 1910 increased its capitalization to $4,000,000. Its sur- 
plus for 1913 was $600,000 and the capital stock pays an 
annual dividend of four per cent. 

It was said that the deal would not be concluded for sev- 
eral months yet.

Hoarding of Drugs Is 
Suspected In Chicago 


Wholesalers There Declare Brokers not Connected 
with the Trade Have Been Speculating—Other 
News from Chicago. 


Cuicaco, Irz., Oct. 25—Added to the nervousness caused in 
drug circles by the continued rise in prices is a feeling that 
the news available in regard to supplies is not always reliable. 
Certain experiences of recent occurrence in the trade here 
tend to create a sort of suspicion that there has been a hoard- 
ing of supplies in some quarters in expectation of advances 
and with the hope of unusual profits. It is not believed that 
there has been any of this hoarding, or speculation, by manu- 
facturers or jobbers, but it is thought that some brokers and 
individuals have sought to take advantage of market condi- 
tions. An instance mentioned by a man connected with one 
of the large local houses will illustrate. 

Some time ago, when stocks were getting low, this house 
decided to make provision against a scarcity in certain arti- 
cles, as well as against sharp advances in prices. It soon be- 
came known that this house was in the market for supplies of 
certain kinds and to the surprise of the management a veri- 
table deluge of inquiries and quotations was received. These 
came from brokers and from individuals not connected in any 








business capacity with the drug trade. As the person relating 
the instance said, this unlooked-for development had a ten- 
dency to create a suspicion in the minds of officials of nis 


company and others that there has been some cornering or 
hoarding by people interested only in reaping a harvest from 
the existing conditions. 

The securing of dyestuffs continues to be a problem with 
which wholesale dealers have to wrestle. The manager of the 
coior department of a local house says that the trade is still 
hoping that the United States Government will be able to 
make some arrangement with the German Government by which 
the embargo on dyestuffs from that country will be raised, and 
with the British Government in order that shipments to America 
will not be delayed or hampered in any way. There are no 
dyestuffs carried in stock now worth mentioning. The man- 
ager referred to pointed to the five floors of his establish- 
ment, which are empty at this time, and said that an insur- 
ance of $125,000, formerly carried, had been reduced to less 
than $1,000. He also remarked that the unreliability of the 
news that reaches Chicago representatives of the trade, is a 
disconcerting factor and helps to inject an element of doubt, 
if not of pessimism. 


I.Ph.A. Campaign for 1,000 Members 

The Illinois Pharmaceutical Association aims to increase its 
membership by one thousand between now and the next an- 
nual convention, which will be held in June, 1916. For the 
purpose of securing this increase a committee of 100 has been 
appointed to promote the work. ‘This committee is com- 
posed of fifty members of the I.Ph.A. and fifty members of 
the I.Ph.T.A. The work to be done by the former is under 
the direction of J. H. Reimenschneider, president, and W. B. 
Day, secretary of the I.Ph.A. R. D. Keim, manager of E. 
R. Sauibb & Sons, and first vice-president of the I.Ph.T.A., 
and R. A. Whidden, secretary of the I.Ph.T.A., are in charge 
of the campaign work of their organization’s committee mem- 
bers. The State of Illinois has been circularized and the ad- 
vantages of membership set before all possible recruits. 


New Officers are Installed 

At an installation meeting of the Chicago Drug Club, held 
Monday evening, October 25, at Hotel Sherman, the following 
newly elected officers were formally inducted into office: Charles 
A. Knight, president; H. M. Moffett, first vice-president ; Rich- 
ard Voge, second vice-president; Otto H. Mentz, third vice- 
president; Joseph Swanson, recording secretary; J. M. 
Schwalbe, financial secretary; Carl A. Abrahamson, treasurer; 
R. D. Keim, sergeant-at-arms; Peter J. Roth, chairman of the 
entertainment committee. The installation ceremonies were 
followed by a special banquet in honor of the retiring and 
incoming officers. The speaker of the evening and honor 
guest was Senator James Hamilton Lewis of Illinois. 
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Perfumers Oppose Stamp Tax 

At a meeting held in this city at Hotel La Salle on Tues- 
day, October 19, delegates representing the National Perfumers’ 
Association discussed at length the unfavorable conditions now 
obtaining in that branch of trade. A resolution was passed 
calling for the repeal of part of the stamp tax that has added 
greatly to the difficulties under which manufacturers have been 
laboring. This is Schedule B. The meeting was addressed 
by Congressmen Mann and Britten. The resolution will be 
brought to the attention of Congress at the coming session and 
the effort will be continued to have the tax abolished. As a 
member of the association remarked, manufacturers have al- 
most been put out of business and are losing ‘money because 
of increases in prices of raw materials, due to the new tariff 
law; the corporation tax and now this stamp tax on top of 
everything. The tariff is 20% and the war tax amounts to 
the same. Men have been withdrawn from the road and ex- 
penses curtailed in all possible ways, it is said, in an effort 
merely to preserve the “identity” of manufacturers who have 
difficulty in battling against what they believe to be excessive 
taxation. 


Druggists’ Co-operative Association Grows 

The management of the Druggists Co-operative Association 
report an improvement in business during recent weeks. This 
company, which is known as the distributor of the valdona 
remedies, has reached a membership of 750 and this is being 
extended steadily in mid-Western and Northwest states. New 
members have been added to the list of co-operating stockhold- 
ers in Minnesota within the last two or three weeks. 


Echo of Truax, Greene & Co. Litigation 

During the trial of Charles B. Munday, of the defunct 
La Salle Street Trust and Savings Bank, now being held 
at Morris, Ill, B. H. Coddington, of the wholesale firm of 
Truax, Greene & Co., told about the financial relations be- 
tween his house and the bank. He said that it was at the 
solicitation of Charles B. Munday that he had taken a posi- 
tion with the drug concern, that when he went in the firm 
had a line of credit of $60,000 at the Munday-Lorimer bank, 
and that when the failure of the bank came on June 12, 1914, 
Truax, Green & Co. owed the La Salle street institution and 
its affiliated banks the sum of $138,000. 

The prosecution brought out through the testimony of Mr. 
Coddington that the drug firm was at one time paying 25 
per cent interest on a part of its loans. Mr. Coddington de- 
clared that the company was “good”, in his opinion, and- said 
that with $2,000 and the firm name he could make an inde- 
pendent fortune. He told the court that $133,000 was still 
owing on the $138,000 indebtedness and that no dividends had 
ever to his knowledge been declared by the drug firm. 


Charles A. Storer to Retire 

Charles A. Storer, treasurer of the Chicago Retail 
Druggists’ Association and member of the Veteran Drug- 
gists’ Association, is about to retire from active business. 
While Mr. Storer will retain his connection with the N. A. 
R. D. and the A.Ph.A., with which he has for many years 
been prominently identified, he is closing out his ‘retail busi- 
ness at Ohio and Rush streets,, where he has been located in 
the Virginia Hotel for many years. His stock of drugs was 
sold at auction, Tuesday, October 26. 


J. R. D. Stevenson Motors 1,500 Miles 

James R. D. Stevenson, vice-president of Robert Stevenson 
& Co. 22 East Lake street, Chicago, has just returned to 
his desk after a visit in the East. Mr. Stevenson made a 
motor trip through a number of states along the Atlantic 
coast, starting at Poland Springs, Maine, and winding up in 
New York City. He says that he feels ashamed of Illinois 
after his experience, on account of the poor condition of our 
state roads in this neck of the woods. Mr. Stevenson says he 
traveled more than 1,500 miles in making his journey along the 
state highways of the Atlantic coast, and that he found them 
like park boulevards.

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Barium Peroxide Famine : 
Causes Concern to Fail 


Hydrox Chemical Co., Maker of Hydrogen Peroxide, 
Driven into Bankruptcy—Chicago Chemists Claim 
to Have Discovered Barium Peroxide Process, 








The Hydrox Chemical Co., manufacturer of peroxide of 
hydrogen, a New Jersey corporation, with offices at 11 Cliff 
street, New York City, has been forced into the hands of 
a receiver because of the impossibility of obtaining barium 
peroxide from Germany since the outbreak of the war. 

H. M. Schnarr, treasurer of the company, said that since the 
first few months of the war it had been impossible to obtain 
any barium and that no other available source of supply had 
been discovered. With only a moderate quantity of the fin- 
ished product on hand, the company was soon unable to fill 
its increasingly large orders, even at a decided advance in 
price. 

“If we could only get the raw materials,” said Mr. Schnarr, 
“we could make enough on the sale of those to pay expenses 
until the war was over. The future of the company is now 
uncertain, but if there was any way to get the materials we 
would undoubtedly resume business again.” 

The bankruptcy proceeding was precipitated by a judgment 
obtained against the company by the Lafore-Foster Co. Judge 
A. N. Hand appointed Frederick W. Stelle as receiver, bond, 
$2,000, with authority to carry on the business for twenty days. 
The liabilities of the company are said to be $25,000 with the 
assets $2,000. The company had interests in plants in Brook- 
lyn, Chicago and San Francisco. 

There was a petition filed against a New York corpora- 
tion of the same name on November 4, 1912. “This failure 
has nothing to do with that of the New York company,” said 
Mr. Schnarr. “The present Hydrox company bought out the 
old concern at the time of their failure in 1912. We bought 
their plant, name and good will—and evidently their troubles,” 
added Mr. Schnarr. 





Great Shortage of Hydrogen Peroxide 

From all over the country comes word of a decided short- 
age in the supply of peroxide of hydrogen. Manufacturers 
everywhere have been unable to supply the retailer and the 
supplies which the druggists had on hand are now running 
short. Barium peroxide, from which peroxide is derived has 
risen in America from 8c to 50c a pound. 

So far attempts to manufacture this product in the United 
States have proved a failure. The Commercial Chemical Co., 
of Chicago, recently announced, however, that after long and 
expensive experiments it had succeeded in discovering the 
secret processes by which barium peroxide is made. These 
processes were hitherto known only to European manufacturers. 
It is said that the attempt of this company is the first time 
that barium peroxide has been made commercially in the United 
States. The Chicago firm expects to be able to supply peroxide 
enough to relieve the situation. 


The Jobbing Trade 


Future of the Drug Market of Grave Concern to 
Retailers and ‘Wholesalers—Collections are Re- 
ported as Not Being Good. 











The jobbing trade throughout the week has been active 
and orders from local and out-of-town druggists were fairly 
large in the aggregate. Further sharp rises in prices covering 
the leading drugs and chemicals and moderate appreciations 
on other various drugs and specialties failed to interrupt the 
urgent inquiries from retail druggists. 

With the scarcity of supply becoming more pronounced, 
jobbers are experiencing more difficulties in meeting the urgent 
needs of consumers for numerous drugs and chemicals. In 
many quarters distributers are allotting small supplies among 
the retail druggists to meet consumers’ needs. The difficulty 
in securing further supplies is becoming a greater hardship 
on distributers and is materially curtailing prompt deliveries. 

Prospects as to the future source of supplies to meet the 
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requirements of consumers continue to be actively discussed 
in the chemical and drug circles. Plans are being discussed 
by retail druggist associations throughout the country rela- 
tive to the prospective famine in supplies and methods are 
to be employed to overcome the growing hardships confront- 
ing the drug industry. 

Leading distributers report no improvement in the retail 
drug circles relative to collections, which continue slow. The 
future situation of the market is regarded by the leading drug 
interests as being wholly problematical and decidedly unfavor- 
able. — 


Important Changes Taking Place 
In Drug Business of Milwaukee 





MILWAUKEE, WIs., Oct. 25—Daniel R. Jones, proprietor of the 
well-known Daniel R. Jones Co. pharmacy in the Wells build- 
ing, Milwaukee, has sold his store to the Wells Building Drug 
Co., headed by H. E. Kraft, formerly of Chicago. Mr. 
Jones, one of Milwaukee’s leading pharmacists, has been in 
ill health for the past year and for this reason has retired 
from business. Some time ago he spent fifteen weeks in a 
Milwaukee hospital, but is now recovering at his home. He 
began his career as a druggist in Milwaukee in 1878, when he 
clerked in the pharmacy of the late John A. Dadd for four 
years. In 1883 he was graduated from the Philadelphia Col- 
lege of Pharmacy and for seven years was connected with 
Milwaukee pharmacies. In 1890 he engaged in business for 
himself. Mr. Kraft, who heads the new company that owns 
the former Jones pharmacy, entered the drug business as an 
apprentice in one of Chicago’s pharmacies in 1900. In 1907 
he was graduated from the University of Illinois College of 
Pharmacy and later studied in Germany and Italy. After 
returning to America, he was connected with several of the 
largest drug firms in Chicago and Grand Rapids, Mich. 





Wright Drug Co. Buys Store

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Cleveland Drug Market 
Hit By Advancing Prices 


Retailers and Jobbers There are Wondering What 
the Situation is Coming to—-Druggists Who Are 
Covered by Contracts Only Ones Not Worried, 





CLEVELAND, Oun10, Oct. 26—Cleveland druggists, wholesale 
and retail alike, are wondering what the market is coming 
to, because of the almost daily rise in most of the commodi- 
ties on the list. The sensational advances in quinine, glycerin 
and other articles has brought a condition almost demoraliz- 
ing, but the members of the local trade face the conditions 
philosophically. 

“So far business has not been adversely affected,” says L. I. 
Metcalf, second vice-president of the Hall-Van Gorder Co. 
“As long as an article is absolutely necessary, and cannot be 
substituted, the demand wiil continue. When the price gets 
too high, then we must look for substitution of another 
cheaper article. Take the case of morphine. This is a neces- 
sity for deadening pain, and there is hardly anything else 
that will take its place. Yet when the price soars to pro- 
hibitive figures, something else must be used instead.” 

The Cleveland market for quinine has advanced by leaps and 
bounds until to-day it is held at $2 an ounce, a full dollar 
increase over three weeks ago. Glycerin, 38 cents per pound 
at the same time, is 55 cents to-day. Codliver oil prices are 
going skyward—$3.55 a gallon at the moment. Opium and 
the derivatives have increased 25 per cent this month. 


Many drug houses here are not worrying about the advanc- 
ing market, however. For example, A. A. Burgess, of the 
Standard Drug Co., says: “We are pretty well covered in 
many directions, take, for instance, glycerin. For that reason 
we are not worrying. In the case of those who are not, a 
serious predicament presents itself. Those who are covered 
on contracts could undersell the market, and still make a 
profit. But the lots they would sell would be mighty small. 
While they claim shortage, this condition is indicated only to 
a small extent, by comparison with the big shipments to the 
other side. This is especially noticed in quinine. While we 
have little bark available, there is plenty of the salt to be had, 
we are told. Yet contracts alone save buyers now. Pills and 
tablets in which quinine is used, are up a little here.” 


Cleveland photographers face the probability of raising prices 
for their work, now that practically every chemical used in 
their industry has advanced to levels never before attained. 
The most significant example in this connection may be con- 
sidered hydroquinone, once selling at $1.80, now held in Cleve- 
land at $7 to $8 per pound. 





COCOANUT OIL TRADE IS INJURED 





War and Industrial Changes Result in Poorer Grades 
on Market 


“The trade in cocoanut oil in Hongkong and Far Eastern 
parts generally has become somewhat demoralized, not only 
as an indirect result of the war but by reason of changes 
in industrial processes in Far Eastern factories,” says a 
recent number of Commerce Reports. 


With the capture of the South Sea Islands in the early part 
of the war, Japan attempted to control the market for both 
the copra and the oil. The raising of prices necessary be- 
cause of the war has resulted in a low grade “solid oil” im- 
ported largely from the Philippines and the East Indies 
through Hongkong, supplanting the higher grade oil in Jap- 
an. Singapore and Manila oils are sold, even in Japan 
under a special customs arrangement for admitting raw ma- 
terials under bond, in competition with Japanese made oil, 
and naturally control the Hongkong and other lower Asiatic 
markets. Exports of copra to both Europe and the United 
States from Hongkong have been far below normal. In the 


Philippines a Government commission is studying the feasi- 
bility of a central copra station for drying cocoanuts after 
the plan of the sugar central erected by the Government. 
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Florida Passes Law Aiming at 
Fake Orange Blossom Perfumes 


The Florida legislature, at its last session, passed a law to 
prohibit the misbranding of perfumes and the placing of false 
labels, in order to prevent the selling of perfume which is 
made by putting several ounces of a compound into a gallon 
of alcohol and selling it for perfume made from orange blos- 
soms grown in Florida. This is especially practiced, it is said, 
by many stores that follow the tourists south in the winter 
and then go to the Northern resorts in the summer. They get 
a compound from a northern perfume house and mix it with 
alcohol and sell it to the tourists as a souvenir under the 
claim that it is made from orange blossoms. 

The law requires that all perfume manufacturers must ob- 
tain a certificate from the Commissioner of Agriculture. It 
is directed at unfair competition as well as protection to the 
public. There are people in the State who manufacture per- 
fume from orange blossoms direct and by this process it takes 
about six months to produce the finished perfume, while the 
compound perfumes are made in a few minutes. The sale 
of the false perfumes also interferes with the sale of orange 
blossoms by owners of orange groves. 

Section 1 of the law reads: “Every person, firm or cor- 
poration, who shal) misrepresent, misbrand, or label falsely 
any bottle, carton, package or container of perfumes by using 
the name of Florida, or to use the name of any town or city 
within the State of Florida, or in any way by which the 
public will be deceived and led to believe or think that said 
perfume is made in Florida from flowers grown in said State, 
unless the base of said perfume is actually made from flowers 
grown in the State of Florida, shall be punished by imprison- 
ment for not more than three months or by a fine of not 
more than $300,” 








Miss Cora Dow Remembered 
All Employes in Her Will 


CINCINNATI, Oct. 26—The will of the late Miss Cora Dow, 
founder and proprietor of the Dow drug stores, recently dis- 
posed of to a syndicate, provides for bequests to virtually 
every employe in the Dow organization, either of money or 
of stock, or both, in some cases, while a residuary legacy, 
comprising the bulk of the estate, goes to form an endowment 
for the Cincinnati Symphony Orchestra, in which Miss Dow was 
much interested and to which she was a liberal contributor 
for many years. The exact amount of the fund so disposed 
of cannot be known until the estate is finally appraised and 
the numerous personal bequests disposed of, but it is esti- 
mated as high ps $750,000, and as low as $400,000. A. M. 
Hopkins, for a number of years general manager of the Dow 
organization, receives an annuity of $1,200 a year, besides 
$10,000 for the management of the business for one year after 
her death, although this may disposed of by the fact of the 
sale. About $300,000 is required by the various legacies. Stock 
in the Mrs. Potter Hygienic Supply Co. and in the Phar- 
macal Co., of Covington, Ky., was disposed of by the will, going 
principally to employes. 





Notes From Germany 





The failure of the Kali Salt Works at Jessesitz, Mecklen- 
burg, is reported. This plant was founded in 1888 and was 
considered one of the most solid industrial enterprises of the 
country. It had a capital of £500,000. 





The cessation of imports of hemp and flax in Germany has 
caused a great scarcity in string. Many of the large shops are 
not now tying up their small bundles. Large quantities of 
the hemp came from Italy and Russia. 





The entrance of Italy into the war has also caused a great 
scarcity in cork and prices have advanced 20 per cent. 





Makers of parchment paper have advanced their prices 
owing to the Government taking over the sulphuric acid and 
cotton waste and it is expected that in a short time they will 
have to cease manufacture altogether.

Washington, D. C.—Suit for $25,000 has been filed in the 
Supreme Court of the District of Columbia, by Greenhaus 
& Co., Inc., of New York City, charging breach of contract 
on the part of the Alonzo O. Bliss Co., of Washington. It is 
alleged in the declaration that the defendant entered into » 
contract with the plaintiff in August, 1912, by the terms of 
which the latter was granted an exclusive selling privilege in 
New York City and Jersey City for medicines manufactured 
by the defendant. It is further alleged that the defendant 
contracted to refrain from selling the products in the territory 
described and that since October 30, 1912, it has failed to live 
up to this agreement and has sold at prices less than those at 
which the plaintiff was to sell, thereby, it is claimed, injuring 
the plaintiff. 

Boston, Mass.—An involuntary petition in bankruptcy 
has been filed against the Druggists Manufacturing Associa- 
tion, 220A State street, Boston, manufacturers and dealers 
in cigars and confectionery, by three creditors whose claims 
aggregate $4,883. Melvin M. Johnson, representing the Ful- 
ler-Greene Co., for $32; Samuel Pearson, of Boston, $3954, 
and the Alger Paper Box Co., of Middleboro, for $897. It 
is set forth that a preference was created by the transfer of 
a part of the property of the defendant to the Coca-Cola Co. 

Syracuse, N. Y.—The C. W. Snow & Co.’s retail store, 
of Syracuse, has been purchased by the Powers Drug Co., 
which now advertises the establishment as a cut rate store.

If the new owners cut below their neighbors, there is a ques- 
tion whether the situation will be regarded as improved. 

New Orleans, La.—What is said to be the beginning of 
1 crusade against all pharmacists in Louisiana who are not 
registered under the state law, was begun on October 16, when 
the Louisiana State Board of Pharmacy revoked the certificate 
of Dr. R. V. De Gruy, 740 Mandeville street, New Orleans, 
and asked the district attorney to institute criminal proceed- 
ings. Dr. De Gruy was charged in the Criminal District 
Court with violating the State Pharmacy Law, relative to 
compounding drugs without a license. 

Boston, Mass.—Minard’s Liniment Manufacturing Co.

that the company misbranded its product in violation of the 
Federal food and drug act, the government alleging that the 
liniment was incapable of performing all that was claimed 
for it.
